We beg to state that the Republican form of government 
has been adopted in this country for five yearse During the time :

After the Revolution 
in 1918S failed, he destroyed the constitutional law and, 
himself to be a hero, he started the monarchical movement, which 
ceused the rising of Yunnan and Kweichow last year and other 
provinces respondede From this, it could be seen that the people 
in the country were opposed to hime Now although traitor Yuan has 
been put to death by Heaven, the cruel monsters Ghang and Kyi fZ’ 
who started the Ghouanhui and supported the monarchical movement, 
are still occupying imvortant positions.
